Good Friday and Baeter. 


To-day is Good Friday or the anniver- 


sary of the crucifixion of Christ. It is 
the darkest day in the Christian year.and 
the eab'e draping of altars is a fitting 
symbol of the church's mourning for the 
death of her Lord. Yesterday was also 
a great day for historic Christianity, and 
is known as Maunday Thursday. The 
institution of the Lord's supper was com 
memorated, and the Baoremental oil used 
by the priests sacredly set apart and 
blessed. The present week, the last of 
Lent, is the moat sacred season in the 
church annals, being typical throughout 
of the closing scenes of the Redeemer's 
life and of his death on the cross. Next 
Sunday is Easter, typifying the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, the victory of eternal life 
over death and human sin and suffering, 
All in music and art that symbolizes re- 
joicing is appropriate to the day, which 
is one of gladness to the devout Christian. 
The name Easter is derived from "Ostera" 
or "Eostre,' the Teutonic godde s of 
spring. Easter, which always terminates 
the season of Lent, was by the council of 
Nice, in 325 A, D, fixed as the first Sun- 
day after the first full moon which hap- 
pens upon or next after March 11; and if 
the full moon fall on Sunday, Easter is 
the Sunday after. 80 Easter may come 
as early as March 22d or as late as April 
25th. In every Christian country Easter 
is celebrated with curious and symbolic 
custom".

Under the present law a third conviction 
for keeping a gambling house is made a 
felony, but that feature of it is not of leu 
enforced. The disoifnion in the Judi- 
ciary Committee resulted in an agree- 
ment to report a bill back with a recom- 
mendation that it pass. It ia liable to 
create a great stir among the Chicago 
gamblers, who have been getting oil with 
vary little punishment.

Bound Over to Court. 


There was a rich trial before Justice 


Curtis last evening. Charles Hartrnan, 
a queer sort of a crank, was up for swin- 
dling Mrs. Wallace, keeper of a boarding 
house on East North street, out of $7.75 
he had collected from boarders, and re- 
fusing to give it up. At the trial he ar- 
gued his own case, and made fun for a 
large crowd of spectators.
